JAMESTOWN FAIR 
FAR FROM READY 


Grass on the Parade Ground 
in Shape for Today’s Open- 
ing, but AD Else 
Is Chaos. 


NEED ANOTHER 30 DAYS. 


Norfolk in Gala Dress for the In- 


augural Ceremonies; Big 
Guns to Salute Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


Norfolk, Va. April 2.—[Special.})—The 
grase on the Lee parade ground is all ready 
for the opening tomorrow of the tercenten- 
nial Jamestown expositiom As for the rest 
of the exposition, it {s still a-building The 
most optimistic say it wil) be in fine shape 
within thirty days At any rate, the troops 
ean use the parade ground tomorrow. 

A negro who was driving his team of mules 
down the road past the administration bulld- 
ing today drew up with a smile of welcome. 

“ Lookin’ around a bit,eh? Well, don’ yea- 
alls be too ‘zacting ‘bout the look o’ thirgs 
‘round heah. We ’uns has had lots of trouble 
here in these parts, else we'd been through 
sooner.” 

So saying, the ambitious driver dropped 
from his seat with a smothered half sigh and 
tied up a bit of harness where the former 

splice had raveled. 

The Norfolk people are asking the guests 
that swarm in by every train and boat not to 
be “too ‘zactin’.” There are promises of 
something really big and creditable to Nor- 
folk and the state out there on the promon- 
tory that juts out into the bay, albeit the bud 
of promise is as yet choked by heaps of staff, 
packing boxes, and a wonderful disa Ge 
ment of impedimenta. ‘Tomorrow the trum- 
pet will blow, the bands will crash, and lights 
will sparkle from the eaves of some of the 
buildings maybe; then the next day the car- 
penter, mason, and gardener will get down 
to work again, and the exposition will go on 
a-building. 


Visitors in the Way. 


Those who went out to the exposition 
grounds today walked aimlessly aroundlike 
@ householder on his wife's cleaning day. 
They were in the way. The man who ran 
the steam roller cursed heartily. An artist 
in staff got nervous because theré were so 
many persons looking at him. Even the 
five masons ‘who were laying the foundation 
of what some day will be the Georgia State 
building, knocked off work awhile through 
sheer embarrassment. This was working 
day, and visitors had no right to go rubber- 
img around until after the exposition was 
formally opened, 

It will not be fair to the Norfolkers or the 
Virginians to say it is their fault if there ja 
not as much exposition out on the bay shore 
now as people from Connecticut or South 
Dakota expected to see. There would have 
been if the laborers had labored and the com- 
mon carriers had carried. One of the execu- 
tive officers of the exposition who sat in his 
shirt sleeves In thé service building, down 
by the place where the carpenters were mak- 
ing the stile gateways, took time enough from 
his work this afternoon to voice just one 
laconic sentence: 

“Union labor and congested railroads,” was 
the way he put it. 

Some Buildings Completed. 


All the big bulldings in the two central 
groups are fully completed. They are made 
of brick and seem to be of enduring archi- 
tecture. But in these finished structures 
the work of installing exhibits has not pro- 
gressed far. Carpenters and glaziers are 
working frantically to put up the filmsy 
booths of scrollwork and glass, while with 
each incoming freight train that rolls right 
into the yards up to the doors of some of the 
buildings there are piled up larger and larger 
heaps of exhibits, crying for order out of the 
temporary chaos. 

The big transportation and machinery 
buildings in Pocahontas street have been 
practically fitted for the installation of ex- 
hibits. The manufactures and liberal arts 
building will have most of the booths of the 
exhibiters in place within a week, and there 
will be more to look at than chips and packing 
boxes tnere. 

Not Up to the Pictures. 

A birdseye view of the exposition gives the 
prominent place to the long peristyle with 
terminal towers that stretches in the pictures 
out into the bay and forms @ handsome 
landing place. Yesterday there were two 
dredges and a pile driver at work on the 
handsome landing places, and the palms 
along its shaded walks did not seem to be 
imminent. All the state buildings, with one 
exception, are up and open for business, and 
real “homey” and ‘‘ clubby ”’ they appear, 
all in a long line, facing the avenue parallel- 
ing the lake, Most of them are of brick, 
with green blinds, and neatly painted trim- 
mings, like the comfortable clubhouse on 
the golf links. Strangers from other states 
betook themeelves yesterday, each to his 
own hive, and in rockers on the front ve- 
randas, where the cool winds from the bay 
struck, they rocked in the broad armed 
chairs and listened to the sound of hammers 
and the crunch of the steam rollers behind 


them. 


Norfolk in Gay Attire. 

The opening of the fair tomorrow produced 
a sympathetic demonstration of liveliness in 
the quiet city of Norfolk, such as it has not 
known since civil war days. Norfolk is wide 
awake and trembling in ecstacy over the 
things that it is going to do tomorrow when 
President Roosevelt comes down to touch 
the button that will signalize the triumph 
of one hustling city. There are men going 
around town with blue buttons in their 
lapels upon which are inscribed “ 200,000 
Population League.” That means that Nor- 
folk, which boasts of some 75,000 citizens 
now, {s determined to make this exposition 
pull up the census to a record breaking figure. 

The prim old courthouse, with its old fash- 
foned globe dome, has been tricked out in 
bunting until it resembles a mining camp on 
the day of the big fight. The low browed 
stores on the meaner streets are not dimmed 
in their display by the Norfolk's beribboned 
skyscrapers. Barbers are hanging out strings 
of gayly colored cut paper, and the negro 
boy that drives the mule on the ice wagon 
has hung butcher shop paper ruffles about the 
neck of hig steed. 

A favorite method of decorating is to twine 
with the stars and stripes a large edition of 
the old confederate flag. and to hang in the 
windows the pictures of Robert E. Lee along 
with chyomos of Lincoln nad Rosser. This

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ECKELS’ POST FOR RIDGELY. 


Reported That Controller Will 
Become Bank President. 


DIRECTORS SsTILL SILENT. 


Commercial National’s Former Head 
Also Ex-Official of Treasury.

William B. Ridgely, federal controller of 
the currency, is to succeed the late James H. 
Eckels as president of the Commercial Na- 
tional bank, according to a persistent rumor 
which gained credence last night both in 
Washington and Chicago. No official an- 
nouncement of the choice of Mr. Ridgely was 
given out by the directors of the bank, but 
mony financial men were inclined to put faith 
in the report. 

Should Mr. Ridgely be chosen to succeed 
Mr. Eckels, the selection would be a particu- 
lariy interesting one. Mr. Eckels also se- 
cured his financial training as controller of 
the United States treasury, having filled that 
position under President Cleveland, 


Ex-Controllers in Other Banks. 


tntil Mr. Eckels’ death, less than two 
weeks ago, three former controllers headed 
as many Chicago banks. The other two are 
Edward 8S. Lacey, president of the Bankers’ 
National, and Charles Gates Dawes, presi- 
dent of the Central Trust bank. The ad- 
vent of Mr. Ridgely will again make Chi- 
cago unique among American Cities in this 


regard. 
The Commercial National bank is one of 


the large financial institutions of the city, 


and, of course, calle for a careful selectio 

of a president. According to the last state- 
ment, it has a capital of $2,000,000 and de- 
posite of $39,329,281. Ite stock is quoted 
at over 300. 

Controller Ridgely is a native of Iilinols, 
and is a banker by heredity and training. 
For three generations the Ridgely family 
has controlled the destiny of the Ridgely 
National bank of Springfield. Mr. Ridgely 
for a number of years was a vice president 
in that Institution. He formerly was active 
in building: up the iron and steej trade in 
this state. 


Mr. Ridgely Born in Springfield. 

Mr. Ridgely wae born on July 19, 1858, in 
Springfield, and after graduation from the 
Rensselaer Polytechnic instifute at Troy, N. 
Y., returned to his native city and entered 
business. Later he became interested in pol- 
itics. In this he probably was influenced by 
his marriage in 1882 to the eldest daughter of 
Senator Cullom. Mfs. Ridgely died in 1902, 
leaving two daughters. 

From taking an interest in the republican 
affairs of Sangamon county Mr. Ridgely was 
érawn into state politics, and for two terms 
he was secretary of the Illinois League of 
Republican Clubs, It Was in September, 
1901, a few days after the death of President 
McKinley, that he was appointed controller. 


Bank New Building.

FOR ATTACK ON YOUNG GIRL. 


Eighteen Year Old Daughter of T. F. 
Spencer Victim of Colored Man and 
May Die. 


Alton, Ill., April 25.—A posse of citizens is 
in pursuit of a negro who tonight attacked 
Miss Violet Spencer, the 18 year old daughter 
of Thomas F. Spencer, on the street here, and 
cut her with a razor. The condition of the 
young woman I{s serious. 

Miss Spencer was on her way toa grocery 
when the negro leaped from an alley and 
attacked her. He slashed her across the 
abdomen with a razor without attempting 
to rob her or to drag her into the alley. He 
ran from the scene immediately after the 
crime. 

The young woman screamed and fell to 
the sidewalk. Her scream was unheard, 
and, recovering herself in a few moments, 
she dragged herself home, only a short dis- 
tdnce away. She fainted on the veranda of 
her home. 

Dr. H. R. Lemmen, who attended her, said 
that the razor had cut a gash three inches in 
length and quite deep. The doctor says she 


will recover.

UNION MBN IN PLOT TO SLAY 


Head of Frisco Building Trades 
Object of Conspiracy. 


REVENGE FOR EXPULSION, 


Two Arrests Made After Discovery ot 
Plan to Drown Leader. 


San Francisco, Cal., April 25.—[Special. }— 
At a meeting of the Building Trades Council 
tonight its president, P. H. McCarthy dis- 
closed a plot to chloroform, kidnap, and mur- 
der him, hatched, he said, by members of 
Electrical Workers’ union No. 6, which was 
expelled from the Building Trades Council 
some weeks ago for calling an unauthorized 
strike. Through McCarthy’s efforts a new 
union was formed to take the place of the ex- 
pelled body. 

An affidavit sworn to by 2. Shockley, one of 
the alleged conspirators, detailing a plan to 
visit McCarthy at his residence, induce him 
to enter an automobile, drive to a house 
rented near the beach, and tliere bind and 
chloroform him and throw him into the sea 
is in MeCarthy’s possession. 

Before the meeting of the council McCarthy 
gave his story to the police and M. H. Car- 
mody and Henry Sullivan, members of the 
expelled union, were arrested. In their 
rooms: were found ropes, chloroform, and a 
sponge, which it is said were to be used tn 
the abduction of McCarthy. The other al- 
leged conspirators have fled, it is said. 

McCarthy’s story is corroborated by O. A. 
Tvietmoe, a supervisor high in the councile of 
union labor. Labor leaders are coiperating 
with the police to sift the conspiracy and 
discover its leaders. According to McCarthy 
the electrical union men involved in the plot 
are backed by capitalists who were interested 
in the unauthorized strike.

Subcommittee of Senate Ap- 
pointed to Consider What 
Shall Be Done. 


BERRY TAKES UP BURDEN 


Says Illinois Constituents. Will 
Ask Why in Case No Action 
Is Taken. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, [Ill., April 25.—(Special.J—It 
having been decided that something must 
be done quickly regarding the long pending 
2 cent fare bill, the senate railroad commit- 
tee met today and endeavored to do it. The 
degree of success which this effort to do 
reached was the appointment of a subcom- 
mittee to which the entire subject matter 


of a fiat rate versus classified rates is re- 


ferred. 

In one of the shifting moods of the senate 
it was proposed that the entire railroad situ- 
ation demanded more careful thought than 
the legislature was able to give it; anda reso- 
jution was preparea calling on the railroad 
and warehouse commissionfto take the sub- 
ject up. 

Then therecameanother mood and it seemed 
necessary to pass a bill of some sort and 
the meeting of today was the result of this 
mood. Senator Hurburgh, who introduced 
the classified rates bill, objected to the ap- 
pointment of a subcommittee, with the re- 
mark that the bills “ had been held up from 
day to day, and it was time for some action 
to be taken.” 


Berry Assumes Burden. 

Senator Barr, chairman of the committee, 
objected to this statement of the situation, 
but Senator Berry took the burden on his 
own shoulders. = 

“I think I am ‘the man referred to,” he 
sald. ‘I asked that there might be a delay 
until an agreement could. be reached with 
the house members who have told me that 
they will not pass a classified rates bill. I 
have worked to ‘bring. about a compromise 
which would hot be detrimental! to the rail- 
roads and which would be satisfactory to the 
people. I doubt the constitutionality of the 
flat 2 cent bil) the way it is drawn, despite 
the opinion of the attorney generak We 
shall have to pass some kind of a law, be- 
cause we cannot go home and explain why 
other state legislators have been able to pass 
rate laws and we have not.’’- 


Senator Humphrey chipped in his opinion 


to the effect that rate laws did not make 
much noise, anyway, and moved that a sub- 
committee be appointed. This opinion pre- 
vailed and the.senate rate bill still is in the 
process of formatign. 


School Phase in Charter. 


An améndment has been framed for the 
educational section of the Chicago charter 
to make it clear that the Chicago schools are 
to get their share of state money, the amend- 
ment, drafted by Representatives Lindly, 
Kittleman, and others, providing that: 


The provisions of this act regarding the edu- 
cation shall constitute a part of the law intended 
to provide for the City of Chicago a system of 
free schools, and shall be construed in connection 
with the general school law of the state. Except 
as by this act modified, the provisions of the 
general school law shall apply to the City of 
Chicago, and for the purpose of sharing in the dis- 
tribution of the common school fund and other 
distributive funds, the schools of the city shall 
be held to be kept in accordance with the pro- 
visions of said law. s 

The house today passed the two teachers’ 
pension fund bills, the one creating four di- 
visions of teachers, according to service, and 
providing for a graduated scale of payments 
to the fund, provision being made for retire- 
ment after twenty-five years’ service, and 
the other requiring the turning over of the 
interest@on public funds of Chicago to the 
schools and requiring that the interest on 
school funds shall be turned into the pension 
fund. ; 

Other House Bills Passed. 

Other bills passed by the house included: 

Appropriating $531,900 for the Pontiac re- 
formatory; this will be held up in the senate 
to await the decision regarding the rebuilding 
of the Joliet penitentiary. 

Appropriating $509,000 for the ordinary ex- 
penses of the normal schools. 

Appropriating $171.000 for improvements 
for the normal schools. 

Appropriating $5,000 for the maintenance of 
Vincent Ward North, the child born at Kan- 
kakee asylum. 

For the purpose of “ going on record,”’ the 
house fought and bled over the primary law 
subject this afternoon. The bill in question 
was that allowing cities and towns to adopt 
an optional direct primary law for their mu- 
nicipal nominations, and the direct question 
was whether it should be taken up for im- 
mediate consideration or sent to the primary 
committee, which, under the skfifull direec- 
tion of Representative Oglesby, never has 
met. By a vote of @® to 69 the house decided 
not to consider it immediately and it was 
sent to committee, a two-thirds majority 
being necessary to suspend the rules. 

A resolution demanding that Mr. Oglesby 
get busy was introduced by Mr. McGoorty, 
but was not allowed to come up for considera- 
tion at that time. —

OPPION VICRORY IN SIGHT 


BERRY’S BILL PASSES SECOND 
READING AFTER FIGHT. 


Prospects Bright for Emactment of 
Measure That Will Remove One of 
State’s Political Issues—Browne’s 
Amendment Voted Down After Ar- 
gament That Keeps Anti-Saloon 
Crowd in Galleries Cheerful—Chica- 
goans Help Bill’s Progress. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., April 25.—[Special. ]—Sen- 
ator Berry's local option bill now is on third 
reading in the house with every prospect 
of being enacted, thus ending, temporarily 
at least, one of the political issues of the 
state. It had much difficulty in passing a 
second reading in the house today, but was 
successful by a vote of 80 to 64. 

Several minor amendments have been made 
in the house, but it is expected that the sen- 
ate readily will agree to them. If the anti-sa- 
loon forces can duplicate their success of to- 

day when the measure comes up on third read- 

ing, Illinois will have a law which will allow 
the people, by townships, towns, cities, and 
villages to determine whether or not they 
shall have saloons, and their vote will be 
mandatory. 

Representative Lee O'Neill Browne, who 
is attorney for the liquor dealers’ aseocia- 
tion of La Salle county, led the democratic 
fight against the measure, as he jad done be- 
fore when the bill as reported out of the 
house judiciary committee was defeated. 


Chicago Provisions Struck Out. 


This time he was unsuccessful because 
the Berry bill strikes out the provisions 
affecting Chicago. The origina] . measure 
would have permitted wards and city pre- 
cincts to vote for or against saloons. This 
drove a number of Chicago votes into the 
opposition camp. With the ward and pre- 
cinct eliminated, as they are in the Berry 
bill, enough Chicago votes came to the aid 
of the local option to defeat Browne, and 
his followers. 

It was the hope of Representative Sheldon, 
who has managed the anti-saloon fight, on'the 
floor of the house, that the bill might be 


} called up for passage tomorrow, but it is 


not likely to be back from the enrolling and 
engrossing committee for such speedy action, 
and probably will have to go over until next 
week. | 

The contest through which the bill passed 
successfully today was brought about by the 
attempt of Mr. Browne to amend the measure 
£0 28 to make it impossible for townships 
to have any voice in the liquor question as 
affecting cities or towns. His amendment 
would have ienabled residents of townships 
outside of cities and towns toglecide what 
they should have fn the territory outside the 
corporate limits of towns, but nothing to say 
as to what was done inside towns which 
happen to be part of their township. 


Anti-Saloon League’s Fight. 

The whole fight of the anti-saloon league 
has~ been to secure for country residents 
some voice in the settlement of the saloon 
question in the towns of theirtownship. The 
first proposition was that counties should 
vote, but this was abandoned as hopeless. 
Then all the force of the league was devoted 
to securing this right for townships, and if 
the Berry bill goes through the house the 
league will have succeeded in this attempt. 

The interest which the anti-saloon people 
took in the settlement of the pending ques- 
tion was testified by the crowd in the house 
galleries. For the firgt time during the ses- 
sion they were packed with men and women, 
who applauded vigorously every speech made 
by the- legislative enemy of the demon rum. 
The disputants mixed the Chicago charter 
bill up liberally in their debate because of 
threats which local option leaders had made 
to defeat the charter bill unless they were 
successful in getting Chicago votes for their 
own measure. 


Chicago Charter Dragged In. 

Mr. Browne, in asking support for his 
amendment, asserted that the Berry meas- 
ure sought to single out the liquor question 
and make an anomaly of it, giving to resi- 
dents of the country rights to interfere in 
city affairs. i 

“I want to talk to some of you country 
mempbers,"’ he said, in the course of his talk. 
“T am pone of-you. I understand that the 
leader of the fight against the Chicago char- 
ter is the leader of the fight for local op- 
tion, and he says it is proposed not to give 
Chicago a charter which will give that city 
the right to make laws for itself and still 
retain its right to send its present number 
of legislators down here, 

‘Why? Because if Chicago makes its own 
laws, Chicago legislators will have no respon- 
sibility down here, and they should not have 
so large a voice in law making for the state 
as they have now. I ask you, where is your 
consistency? You want to rob Chicago of 
representation, and yet you want to give it 
to people who have no right to have it in 
affairs of a town where they are not resi- 
dents.”’ 

Sheldon Gets Back at Browne. 


Mr. Sheldon, to whom Mr. Browne had re- 
ferred, answered his statement regarding the 
charter. 

“I disclaim being the leader of the local 
option forces or of the fight against the char- 
ter,”’ he said. “I will say that there are 
somethings in the charter bill to which I can- 
not give my approval. I am notin favor of 
setting that city off as a state by itself.” 

‘* Didn't you demand that the Chicago rep- 
resentation be cut down?’’ asked Browne, 
shouting the question at Sheldon. ‘ Didn’t 
you say in the presence of half a dozen wit- 
nesses you would not vote for the charter un- 
less the representation of Cook county was 
cut to one-third of the total representation of 
the state?”’ 

‘‘I may have used some diplomatic lan- 
guage in talking to the gentleman from La 
Salle,”’ said Mr. Sheldon, and the house found 
something irresistibly funny in his retort, 
proceeding to giggle and chuckle for two min- 


utes. 
Roll Call Brings Defeat. ‘ 

Representative Chiperfield, who followed 
Mr. Sheldon fn advocacy of the bill, took up 
Browne's complaint against the proposed 
township ‘interference in town affairs and 
pointed to the fact that the present: laws 
allow cities and towns jurisdiction for three 
miles outside their corporate limits for cer- 
tain purposes of regulation. 

After all explanations, arguments, and 
pleas hadi been exhausted the Browne emend- 
ment went to vote and was defeated’, roll call 
being had on motion to table it. 

The roll call showed gains from Cook coun- 
ty over the lineup for the option measure in 
March. Nevertheless Representatives Roos, 
Erby, Erickson, Curran, Brady, Fieldetack, 
Glade, Hope, Kowalski, Lane. McNichole. 
Nelson, trom, Schumacher, Smejkal, and 
Zaabel, all Chicago republicans, broke from 
the organization and voted for the Browne 
amendment. , 

Abraham, Cermak, Danaher, Donoghue, 
Egan, Geshkewich, Hilton, Hruby, Land- 
messer, Lantz, McLaughlin. MoNally, Mur- 
ray, Navigato, O’Brien, Poulton, Ruesell, 
Walsh, Werdell, and Wilson were the Cook 
courty democrats who stood by the minority 
organization and voted for the rowne 
amendment and against local option.

Chief of: Police Collins it may receive 
specific evidence that one of the captains in 
the police department kept for himself about 
$2,600 of the Dunne campaign money col- 
lected in his district under the orders of Chief 
Collins. The captain in question, whose sta- 
tion is in an outlying district, probably will 
be ordered to appear before the ¢ivil service 
commissioners in the near future to answer 
for his alleged action as the first step towards 
presenting the case to the grand jury which 
is expected to be investigating Collins about 


that time. 

There -is considerable doubt as to just how 
the commissioners may reach the captain be- 
cause of the pecullar circumstances under 
which the money is supposed to have been 
taken. -It is conceded, however, that a cap- 
tain who would steal money which he was 
collecting for His chief, misrepresent the 
amount collected, and convert it to his own 
uses, is not just the man who should be in 
charge of an important district. 


Tangle Over Police Graft. 

Reports of the captain's activity and the 
discrepancy between the amount of money 
collected and the amount turned in to former 
Commissioner of Public Works O'Connell 
have reached the civil service commissioners, 
but they have found the task of getting any- 
thing like’ proof most difficult. Even with 
proof, there is no. rule in the civil service 
regulations which would prevent a man from 
keeping a portion of the money which he had 
fllegaHy collected upon an irregular order 
from the chief who was violating the law in 
giving such an order. 

But comfort is found by the investigators 
in the fact that the grand jury may supply 
the deficiency where the civil service falls 
short. The names of four members of the 
police department, suspected of protecting 
pickpockets, are in the possession of the 
civil service commissioners, who are dnxious 
for tanglible evidence. 


Reads Men “Riot Act.” 

In this connection it became known yester- 
day that the investigating has aroused a 
commanding officer of one of the most im- 
portant divisions of the police service in the 
city—the “plain clothes "" men—who read 
the “riot act”’ to them at roll call recently. 
Inasmuch as roll call is a secret function in 
the police department the ceremony was not 
witnessed by outsiders, but the orator of the 
eceasion is said to have been Capt. P. D. 
O’Brien of the detective bureau. 

The officer is said to have declared that he 
meditates an investigation of his own, and 
that unless they succeed in keeping evidence 
of their guilt from him he himself will be the 
first*witness before the trial board. 

“ Whether I can land’ the goods on you or 
not, it is time that you fellows get out and 
do something,” he is quoted as saying. “ It's 
enough to show me that something is wrong 
when sixty of you—working from the same 
station—men supposed to know every crook 
in the country—report that no criminals may 
be. seen around town, and then are made 
targets for charges that Chicago has been 
filled with crooks of all classes working under 
your paid protection. 

“A good. many of you display too many 
signs of prosperity for the salaries you draw. 
I get more money than you do, and here I 
am almost penniless. What is the secret of 
your financial success? 


Promises Them the “Jumps.” 

* Four of you have been accused by name, 
I understand, of protecting pickpockets. I 
am going to find out whether proof of the 
charge can be had and I hereby so warn you. 
How am I, busy as I am here at my head- 
quarters, to know what conditions exist un- 
less you men work conscientiously and re- 
port the truth to me. I don't care who any 
of you are. I am going to put you over the 
jumps when I land the goods.” 

It is the prevailing opinion at the Criminal 
Court building that the grand jury will hold 
off as long as possible in order to give time 
for any further preliminary delving by the 
civil service commission. About 100 docket 
cases remain to be disposed of and they are 
being ground out at the rate of about tWenty- 
five aday. Unless the state's attorney unex- 
pectedly presents witnesses in the police case 
the investigation of former Chief Collins will 
not begin until next week, probably Wednes- 
day. , 

_Negro Indicted for Robbery. 

John T. Edwards, the ** dandy .”’ negro, who 
the police say has confessed to robbing the 
houses of R. G. McGann, 66 Pearson street, 
and George Castle, 470 North State street, of 
jewels valued at $10,000, was indicted by the 
grand jury. 

Samuel Silverman, a pawnbroker, said to 
have been implicated as a receiver of stolen 
property by Edwards in his confession, also 
was indicted. The witnesses before the grand 
jury were Capt. O’Brien of the detective 
bureau, and Mrs. Castile and her maid, Anna 
Coyle.

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REPUBLICAN COMMITTEE TO sUG- 
GEST PLAN TO LEGISLATURE. 


Rearrangement Will Be Intrusted to 
the General Assembly Rather than 
Precipitate a Squabble in the City 

-Council—Democratic Leaders and 
Aldermen Will Be Consulted in Or- 
der to Give Both Political Parties a 
Fair Showing in Reapportionment 


A meeting of the executive committee of 
the republican central committee will be 
called today or tomorrow to consider the plan 
of including in the new Chicago charter &@ 
redistricting of city wards. 

It is the general opinion among the local 
republican leaders that it will be the heignt 
of party wisdom to intrust this function to 
the republican state legislature rather than 
to the democratic city council. 

About the only really live politics that will 
be played in Chicago for fully a year will 
be brought out by the realignment of ward 

divisions in accordance. with the changes 
made by the charter. The republican leaders 
cannot conceal their eagerness to. have the 
work done by the legislature and incor- 
porated in the charter bill. They argue that 
by so doing they will perform a great public 
service, since it goes without saying that the 
democratic majority in the city council could 
never reach am agreement on new ward 
boundaries. The republican majority in the 
general assembly would. be able to 
readily on the division of the city. 


Democrats to Have Fair Show. 

It was pointed out that the republicans 
would place the democrats under great obli- 
gations by sparing them the ignominy and 
publicity of public squabblings into which the 
redistricting of the city would plunge them. 
Instead of leaving a reform of such great 
public moment to the disposition of a partisan 
and self-seeking council it would be im- 
measurably wiser to intrust it to the strictly 
nonpartisan and highly judicial state legis- 
lature. 

* Some overtures, it appears, already have 
been exchanged between the republican and 
the democratic leaders. with a view to fixing 
up a program that will be satisfactory to both 
sides. “The republican leaders will allow 
Ald. Kenna, Ald. Brennan, Ald. Powers, 
Roger Sullivan, and William Loeffler to lay. 
out the democratic wards to suit themselves, 

As to how many wards there should be 
there is great diversity of opinion. The plan 
of having one alderman to the ward is ap- 
proved, but whether there should be 50, 60, or 
70 wards is a point at issue. 


Committee to Submit Plan. 

It is proposed that the executive committee 
settle the number of wards wanted and that 
a special committee be appointed to submit 
a plan of redistricting. An attempt will be 
made’ to reach a final agreement on the mat- 
ter before the middle of next week, by which 
time it is expected the charter will be under 
consideratiom by the legislators. 

Public Works Commissioner John Hanberg 
ie strongly in favor of legislative redistrict- 
ing and so is Charles W. Vail, another com- 
mitteeman. 

‘‘] think there should be not more than 
fifty wards, with one aklerman from each,”’ 
said Mr. Hanberg. ‘‘ With fewer aldermen 
than at present there would be more roll calle 
and each alderman would be more careful 
how he votes on measures.”’ 

Mr. Hanberg said the wards which are most 
likely to be divided are the Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighth, Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Twenty- 
fifth, Twenty-sixth, Twenty-seventh, Twen- 
ty-eighth, Twenty-ninth, Thirty-first, Thirty- 
second, and Thirty-third. 


RAIL ASSOCIATION SEEKS ._ 
TO HASTEN CAR UNLOADING. 


Adjourns After Appointing Committee 
on Delays at Lake Ports—New Rule 
for Misuse of Rolling Stock. 


The problem of reducing the time for un- 
loading cars at lake ports loaded with freight 
for steamship lines was under discussion yes- 
terday at the meeting of the American Rajl- 
way association in the Auditorium hotel. 
The representatives of the marine lines were 
invited to participate in the discussion and 
responded to the number of forty. 

It was estimated that 75,000 cars arrived at 
the lake ports with freight for steamers dur- 
ing the season of navigation, and the average 
delay in unloading the cars is six working 
days. At some ports the lack of facilities 
caused the delay and at others the nonarrival 
of the vessels to which the cargo was con- 
signed. It was generally conceded that an 
improvement could be made in the handling 
of the cars, and, even if the average was re- 
duced but one day, it would mean the use of 
75,000 cars for that time and an additional 
income to the railroads of approximately 
$750,000. 

The water lines were agreeable to render- 
ing whatever assistance possible, and to that 
end a committee was named by them to co- 
operate with the car efficiency committee of 
the association. This concluded the business 
of the meeting and the association adjourned 
to meet in October at Norfolk, Va. 

The car efficiency committee held a prelim- 
inary meeting in the afternoon arranging the 
details for taking a vote on the question of 
an adequate fine to be imposed for the mis- 
uge of cars. The proposition of fining the 
lines $5 a trip for using foreign cars in local 
runs does not meet with universal favor, and 
some of the general managers favor doubling 
the fine, as it would be economy on the part 
of some roads to pay $5 a trip when the reve- 
nue of a car loaded with merchandise for 
local points may be as much as $150 on atrip 
of 100 miles.

FREES A BURGLAR 


Former Chief's Kindness in 
“Lending” Eddie Tate Re- 
sults in Latter’s Escape. 


PRISONER AIDED BY WIFE 


Belicved to Have Been Taken in 
Antomobile from Peoria to 
Washington, Ill. 


In spreading a net for the recapture of 
“Eddie” Tate, the “ gentleman burglar” 
who escaped from St. Francis hospital in 
Peorla on Wednesday, the police force of Chi- 
cago is endeavoring to make reparation for 
the blurder committed by former Chief of 
Police Collins when he “ loaned " Tate to the 
Peoria authorities seven weeks ago. 

According to Collins, at the time, Tate wae 
taken to Peoria as a favor so he might be 
questioned about the blowing up of the school 
board’s cafein Peoria and the destruction of 
the evidence against former Superintendent 
of Schools Newton C. Dougherty of Peoria 
now in the penitemtiary. . 

Police officers now realize,that had {ft not 
been for Collins’ laxness-in permitting Tate 
to be removed from a secure place of confine- 
ment in Chicago, the dangerous criminal 
would not now be at large, causing a heavy 

expense in the efforts to recapture him The 
theory thet Tate was only “ borrowed” is 
borne out by the statement of Policeman 
Brennan of Peoria, Tate’s guard, who stated 
after the burglar’s departure that he “ never 
considered Tate a real prisoner,”” and pointed 
out that Tate never was booked at the jail. 

The “lending” of Tate was, carried out 
with much pomposity by former Chief Coll 
links, who assured inquirers that “ Tate will 
be back hereina few days.” 


Rides Away in Automobile. 

It is now the theory of the police that the 
remarkable young criminal escaped from 
‘Peoria in ah automobile and with plenty of 
money in his pocket, headed for Chicago. 
The Chicago police are watching all the en- 
trances to the city and are keeping tab on 
all of Tate’s old haunts. They believe he 
cannot escape detection here, because he is 
of distinctive appearance and well known. 

- City Attorney Westmire of Washington, 
‘3i., sixteen miles east of Peoria, telephoned 
“that a man he was positive was Tate climbed 
into a box car on @ Santa I'é freight train 
bound for Chicago. The village authorities 
‘Bll along the Tine were ordéred to join in the 
man hunt; but up to an early hour this morn- 
ing Tate's capture had not been reported. 

The information of the police in Chicago is 
that Tate was treated more like an honored 
guest than a prisoner in Peoria. 


Tate Probably Aided by Wife. 
It is believed by most of the men working

© escape by means of aid sent from Chicago. 
. That it was a prearranged plan is indicated

Tate received a registered letter sent from 
Chicago by his wife, which was delivered 
wnopened by Chief of Police Wilson of Peoria. 
Tate told the chief’the letter contained $5 
and laughingly offered to divide with hin1.

$200 in bills. It is now believed the letter was

to get away.

She came back to Chicago two weeks ago.

UNION FIREMEN ABANDON THEIR

Guests Shiver in Chilly Rooms and

Amateurs Man the Furnaces. 


In the meantime “ bellhops ” and porters. 
were pressed hastily into the service, and 
they endeavored in ean enthusiastic, if ama- 
teurish manner, to restore circulation’to the 
enfeebled arteries of the eteam system and 
restart the elevators. 

The strikers had been receiving $50 a month 
and board.

the stationary firemen’s union. Manager 
Vierbuchen indignantly repudiated the tm- 
plied reflection on the culinary department 
of his establishment and-further refused to 
treat with the agent, declaring that any 
negotiations must be conducted directly be- 
tween the men and himself without the in- 
terference of a third party. 

The places of the strikers were filled after 
some delay by nonunion men. 


100 Boats Ice Bound in Soo. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., April 26.—The steamer 
Admiral, which arrived here late tonight, reports 
about 100 boats fast in the ice in the lower Soo 
river near Lime island. None of the down bound 
fiee* has yet passed Detour. So far as known all 
up bound steamers that have passed this point are 
g0ing through into Lake Superior without experi- 
encing much trouble with the ice in Whitefish bay.

Iowa Farmer Resents Tin Pan Serenade 
at His Daughter’s Wedding and Uses 
a Shotgun. } 


Albia, Ia., April . 25.—[Special. }—Thirty- 
three boys and girls engaged in serenading 
a wedding at Lovillia, last night, were shot 
by G. W. Wilson, the bride’s father, who 
emptied a double barreled shotgun, charged 
with buckshot, into the crowd. 

Wilson is under arrest on the charge of 
attempted murder. Three of his victims are 
seriously wounded. ! 

Wilson is a retired farmer, and well off. 
Last evening his daughter, Grace, aged 158, 
was married to Ear! Porter, aged 19. 

Hardly had the wedding ceremony been 
pronounced than a crowd of forty boys and 
girls surrounded the house, beating on tin 
cans, ringing bells, and blowing horns. 

Wilson ana the bride and groom took the 
charivari good naturedly, the old man going 
out to the serenaders and passing around ice 
cream and cake in generous quantities, The 
boys and girls then dispersed. 

In the meantime the bride and groom had 
departed on their wedding trip and the other 
members of the family retired. An hour later 
the party returned again and began throw- 
ing stones and bricks at the house. 

Suddehly Wilson appeared at a window 
on the second floor with a shotgun and began 
firing into the crowd. 

After his arrest Wilson said he only wanted 
to frighten the crowd and thought he was 
firing over their heads. 


EFFORTS TO LURE 


SCHOOL CHILDREN 


Free Tickets to Dance Halls 


and Nickel Theaters Are 
Offered to Pupils. 


TEACHERS TELL OF- EVIL. 


Police Department Will Be Called 
Upon to Put an End to 
the Practice. 


That school children have been lured to 
dance halls, where liquor is served, and to 
nickel theaters, where alb forms of crime 
are pictured by stereopticons, was reported 
yesterday to President Emil/W. Ritter of 
the board of education. 

The discovery that inducements had beén 
offered to school children of all ages to be- 
come frequenters of dance halls and of the 
5 cent theaters was made through the find- 
ing of free tickets in the school yards and 
basements. 

Several of the teachers who called at the 
rooms of the board said tickets had been of- 
fered to children attending their schools, but 
they had instructed the pupils not to visit 
the places. Although the boys._were not 
entirely ignored by the distributers, the free 
tickets were given more liberally to girls be- 
tween the ages of 12 and 16. 

It was reported that a girl attending the 
Washington school, which is gnly a few 
blocks froth some of the most vicious dance 
halls and nickel theaters in the city, had re- 
ceived a package of tickets which she was 
requested to distribute among her girl 
friends. 


Evil Is of Wide Extent. 


Similar conditions are said to have exist- 
ed at the Ogden school, the Kinzie school, 
and the Sexton school, all of which are near 
to the North Clark street dance halls and 
5 cent theaters: The Kinzie schoo! is just 
half a block from the “ Flora” music hall, 
which recently was closed by Chief Shippy, 
and-is in-the center of the red light district 
north of the river. 

At recess time last week. men stationed 
half a block from the'schoo! building offered 
tickets to every child who passed. At the 
noon hour as the children went home to 
lunch tickets were offered to them again. 
The same is said to havé been true of the 
schools in the congested west side districts— 
the Dore, the Goldsmith, and the Wash- 
burne. Tickets were given also to pupils 
of the Jones school, Harrison street and 
Plymouth ¢ourt. 

President Ritter will instruct Special 
Agent James Watson, the school board's de- 
tective, to make a thorough investigation. 
The truant officers and the city police de- 
partment probably will be called.upon to put 
an end to the distribution of any tickets to 
places of amusement in the vicinity of 
schoolhouses. 


Celebration of Arbor Day. 


Arbor day will be celebrated in the public 
schools today under the auspices of the 
Women’s Outdoor Art league. Trees will 
he planted in the yards of 188 public schools 
and appropriate exercises will be held. In 
Garfield park the day will be celebrated joint- 
ly by all the neighboring schools. ‘The chil- 
dren will assemble near the Burhs monument 
and plant the first tree in a plat of ground 
which has been set apart by the park com- 
missioners for the purpose. It will be Known 
hereafter as ‘‘Arbor day plot.” 

One of the most elaborate celebrations will 
be held in Hamilton park, Seventy;second 
street and Normal avenue. The day ‘wilj 
be observed also by appropriate exercises in 
Bessemer square, Mark White square, Rus- 
sell. square, Cornell square, Sherman and 
Ogden parks, and Davis and Armour squares.

The Gault house, on West Madison street, 
“just acress the river,’’ Chicago's oldest 
hostelry since the passing of the Green Tree 
Inn of Abraham Linooin memories, will yield 
next week to the auctioneer’s hammer and 
the wrecking crews to make way for the 
} juggernaut of modern progress. 

The old house, which rose in solitary 
grandeur above the black ruins of the “ fire 
of '71” and sheltered famous men and 
women for a generation after, will close its 
doors to the last lodger next Wednesday 
and be supplanted in time by the main part 
of the $10,000,000 Northwestern railroad sta- 
tion. 

This ig e sad week for those relice of the 
ancient days who still inhabit the Gault 
house. Old Bridget Marley moved tearfully 
from room to room yesterday, touching up 
the haircloth chairs, the yellowing pictures, 
the low colonial style beds, and the brass 
candlesticks. Bridget is a chambermaid. 


Chambermaid’s Memory Stirred. 

“O dear, O dear!’’ she said, “to think it 
was in thig room that I waited on Mme. 
Patti, and here that Sir Henry Irving called 
mé, and here that I heard Col. Ingersoll talk- 
ing and laughing. 

‘“*I used to be aspry young thing, dancing 
down these halls with a little white cap on 
my head,’’ said Bridget, a shining light com- 
ing into her faded eyes and her gray head 
shaking. 

‘*‘ Ah, many was the merry party the ladies 
and gentlemen had in that old dining room,”’

Redmond in Discussion with Govern- 
ment Over Bill, but May Accept 
Sop Offered. 


LONDON, April 25.—Discussions are still 
going on between the government and John 
Redmond, chairman of the Irish parlia- 
mentary party in the house of commons, re- 
specting the Irish bill, which will be intro- 
duced in the house on May 7. The bill estab- 
lishes an Irish council, partly elective and 
partly nominative, which shall administer 
the domestic affairs of Ireland, exclusive of 
the army and navy, but will have little or no 
legislative power. This is far from whatthe 
nationalists desire, and in the discussions Mr. 
Redmond strove for a greater measure of 
home rule and will carry the fight into the 
house of commons, without, however. de- 
clining to accept what is offered as a sop to 
the nationalists.

Robert Bradley, owner of the 1901 America 
Derby winner, Robert Waddell, died Wednes- 
day night at hie home, Greenway stock farm, 
Charles City county, Virginia. ‘‘ Pa’’ Brad- 
ley, as he familiarly was known om racetracks 
was one of the most noted characters on the 
American turf. He first gained notoriety 
through @ racehorse named Blitzen, that, by 
a remarkaole series of succeages on the old 
Guttenburg track, became known as the 
‘from horse.’’ Coming westa few years later 
Bradley generally had a useful grceup of 
horses of the gelling plater class, with one 
or two bordering on stake class. The best 
of these he brought out in 1000 in Robert 
Waddell, a dark bay gelding by Aloha—Vir- 
gie. Through Bradley's slow methed cf de- 
veloping a racer Robert Waddell! did not show 
his real ability until after he had run many 
races, not wigning unti! comparatively late 
in his 2 year old career, but he kept right on 
improving and annexed a record before the 
season closed. The next epring he soon re- 
gained his form of the previous fall ard he 
capped his career by winning the American 
Derby, cleanly outrunning the eastern colt, 
The Parader, and a fairly good field. That 
year he was conceded to be the best co!t in 
the west, but the next winter he developed en 
ailment at the Virginia farm which retired 
him from the track. 

Bradley, who was an inveterate bettor at 
the races (it being sald of him he invariably 
had two or three bets on nearly every race), 
won a comparatively small sum in the ring on 
the Derby success of Robert Waddell. The 
latter’s price for the Derby ranged from 12 to 
15 to 1, and he wae supported by a great many 
loca! followers of racing, although not by the 
big plungers. 

Next to Robert Waddell and Blitzen—pcs- 
sibly better than either—the best horse owned 
by Bradley was Traverser, which dropped 
dead In a race at a local track, having 
burst a blood vessel. Others that carried hie 
colors were Peter Paul, Boney Boy, and 
Aloha II.

if the national convention g0es to St. Louis 


or Kansas City. This will be an argument. 


which will have weight with the national 
committee, and it will have to be met by Chi- 
cago pleaders if they are in earnest. 

There are some intimations now that the 
location of the convention may be made the 
basis of a test vote in the nationa! commit- 
tee as between the Roosevelt and anti-Roose- 
velt elements of the party. The rank and file 
of the republicans in the west undoubtedly 
are followers of-the president. In Wall 
street in New York, in State street in Bos- 
ton, in Chestnut street in Philadelphia, and 
generally in the east, where vested interests 
are largely represented, there |= deep antag- 
onism to Roosevelt and to what are called 
Roosevelt policies. : 

It would not be an extraordinary thing if 
it should develop that the anti- Roosevelt el- 
ement will try to have the convention located 
in New York or Philadelphia, while the 
Roosevelt people and Taft people to a lesser 
degree may insist on a western city as the 
location of the convention. 

In the national comn*ttee each state and 
territory has a single vote. The lonely repub- 
lican from Georgia has just as much to say 
about the choosing of the convention city 
and the fixing of the time as his more pow- 
erful brother from Pennsylvania or New 
York. If the south is swung against Roose- 
velt through the influence of the colored vote, 
as many people believe it will be, it would 
be natural for the committeemen from that 
section to unite with those from the middle 
and New England states for the purpose of 
keeping the convention out of the west. The 
result would be that the western members 
of the committee naturally would tend to get 
together, and they probably would agree that 
whichever city developed the most strength 
on the first ballot should have the united 
western vote in the. interest of the continu- 
ance of the Roosevelt influences. 


Lack of Passes Serious. 


There is not much chance that the na- 
tional convention fust now will go to Seattle 
or San Francisco. It means too much to the 
Gelegates now. Interstate passes actually 
have been op eng and the problem of get- 
ting to and from the convention has become 
@ serious one to the poorer political organt- 
zations. This will furnish an excellent op- 
portunity for missionary work on behalf of 
certain candidates, particularly among the 
southern delegates. The colored gentlemen 
from Dixieland who come up to the national 
conventions generally depend upon the sale 
of tickets allotted to them to help out on 
their expenses. 

This little perquisite will not begin to be 
sufficient now, since the pase system has dis- 
appeared, and far away delegates from Mis- 
sissippi or Florida will be inclined to look 
with considerable favor on the benevolent 
white gentlemen from Ohlo, or Indiana, or 
New York who choose to prepay their railroad 
fare, and their friendliness naturally would 
take the form of a vote for the benevolent 
gentleman's candidate. 

A ticket gystem by which the delegate’s 
fare to the convention wes prepaid and hiere- 
turn ticket made contingent upon the satis-. 
factory nature of his vote would be an ideal 
political combination, which some one is cer- 
tain to work out in detail. 

Taking one consideration with ~ another, 
Chicago or St. Louis unquestionably repre- 
sents the minimum of railroad fares for the 
delegates. It is a new thing, this abolition 
of the pass system, and some designing mem- 
ber of the committee may spring a motion 
that the cities competing for the honor of 
entertaining the convention must be pre- 
pared to contribute a fund to pay the mileage 


of the delegates.

“Opening Evidence Follows Rul- 


ing to Try the Defendant 
for Manslaughter. 


The third trial of Victor Roland O'Shea 
for the murder of his wife, Amy Hogenson 
O'Shea, yesterday saw a completed fury and 
the beginning of evidence. The defendant's 
attorneys said inganity weuld be the defense. 
The trial of the young man, who five years 
ago shot and killed his young wife, is before 
Judge Pinckney. Before the jury was drawn 
the state’s attorney ‘said he woulé ask for 
a verdict of manslaughter only. 

tn his address to the jury Assistant State’s 
Attorney Barbour went into detail as to the 
meaning of the term “ murder,” He ex- 
plained that it was the duty of the state par- 
don board to determine the length of im- 
prisonment of one convicted of manslaugh- 
‘er, Daniel L. Cruice, one of the defend- 
ant’s lawyers, objected to the state coun- 
se!l’s interpreting the law, saying that he was 
endeavoring to shift the responsibility, of 
the finding 6f a verdict from the shoulders 
of the jury to those of the pardon board. The 
objection was overruled. 

In the examination of the jurors the de- 
fense laid particular stress on the fact that 
it would make a strong plea of insanity in 
the case, and asked each Pe on ge genet had 
any feel a et ineganity as @ ense. 
yeep Tae ype ermphasized the fact 
that lay witnesses would be called upon t 
testify as to the sanity of the prisoner, and 
that the law held a layman’s testimony on 
this point as good as that of an expert. 


Mother Hears Crime Story. 


Mr. Barboer gave a long history of the case, 
going into the details of the shooting. The 
mother of the murdered woman.sat in the 
courtroom during the state's attorney's re- 
cital, and when the latter came to the point 
where he told of O'Shea calling his wife into 
the hallway of her house, 941 West Division 
street, anc shooting her, Mrs. Hogenson 
broke into passionate sobbing. 

It will be the state’s contention that the 
defendant was in the possession of his facul- 
ties when he fired the shots which put an end 
to his wife’s life. The attorney read two let- 
ters which were found in O’Shea’s pocket 
after the shooting in which he had attempted 
to kill himself as well as hia wife. One of 
the letters was as follows: 

Bept. 10, 1902—She could not go out with other 
men nights and be my wife. Bury us in the same 
grave. Vale mundi. VICTOR R. O’SHBA. 

Leve to all. 

Insanity to Be Defense. 

Attorney Daniel Cruice, who opened the 
case for the defense, sali that the defend- 
ant’s attorneye were prepared to show that 
O’Shea was in a state of mema!l irreeponel- 
bility when he killed hie wife. His conver- 
sations with friends and his demeanor during 
several days prior to the shooting will be 
described to show that he was mentally un- 
balanced.

and the defendant previous to the time of the 
murder. The witness told of O’Shea’s going 
to him and asking for his daughter's hand 
and of his refusahk Aftera short examination 
Hogenson was excused from the stand, the 
defense postponing its cross examination 
until this morning.

Howard E. Nicholas was sentenced to life 
imprisonment for the murder of Margaret 
Leslie by Judge Ball in the Criminal court 
in the morning, after Attorney Fred Wein- 
mann had made several efforts for delay. 
Leonard Leopold, whose punishment was 
fixed by the jury at fourteen years, also was

Ex- 
pected cargoes of grain were not ready 
at promised times and ships sailed with- 
out their loads. Merchants all over the 
country learned that they could get freight 
more quickly through the port of New 
York than through Philadelphia. Annoy- 
ing regulations were made about whartf- 
age, use of lighters, and hours of wharf 
business. No elevator facilities were pro- 
vided for grain shippers in Philadelphia. 
Even immigration was discouraged by 
shameful inattention. 

For all these reasons bueiness houses 
have moved to New York or Baltimore, 
enterprise has been discouraged, and the 
city, which has grown steadily in popula- 
tion and wealth, has been crippled by the 
railway which it fostered and to which It | 
looked for commercial salvation and in- 
dustrial strength. New York and Balti- 
more have profited at the expense of 
Philadelphia. The competition excluded 
by early favoring grants to the company 
has made itself felt at the other places 
and given them their marked superiority, 
and the Pennsylvania railroad itself is now 
epending $200,000,000 to complete its ter- 
minal facilities in New York. 


SCHOOL BOARD’S “SPITE” SUIT. 
Tue TrRisune has not gought to ob- 
struct the suit which the board of educa- 
tion has bronght against it to test the 
validity of its lease. It has not asked a 
member of the board to vote against the 
bringing of the suit or to have it dismissed, 
delayed, or in any way interfered with. 
Tus TRIBUNE is willing to have the valid- 
ity of its lease tested in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. The pretense to the 
contrary is false and malicious. If Tu 
TrRisuNB has not a good title, if it has 
mistakenly invested in a building $1,800,- 
000 on the assurances of the board that its 
lease was good, and with the understand- 
ing that in making that investment it was 
conferring upon the board and the schools 
of Chicago at least a reciprocal! benefit, we 
should like to have the fact known. 

It is another matter to pretend that the 
suit was actuated by disinterested motives; 
that it was inspired solely by zeal for the 
schools; that love for the school children 
or a wish to protect their rights has been 
the impelling cause behind the suit. [If 
that were true Tue Trisune would not 
be the only lessee of school lands chosen 
for a hostile suit. The board would not 
forget, as apparently it has, that half the 
lots in block 142 have been leased to 
other people on the same or simi- 
lar terms as Tue TRIBUNE corner. It 
would: not forget that the Hannah & 
Hogg property across the street was 
leased at the same day and hour, and on 
the same considerations as THe TRIBUNE 
lease. It would not forget that the Chi- 
cago Daily News and Mr. John M. Smyth 
have long leases of school lands that were 
obtained even without an appraisal of the 
value of the land. It would not forget 
that the Majestic theater and the Chicago 
Savings bank property, the land adjoin- 
ing it on the south, and also the northwest 
corner of State and Monroe streets, have 
been leased for long terms on conditions 
almost identical with those granted to the 
Tribune company. It would not forget 
that the First National Bank building is 
on school Jand leased for ninety-nine years, 
with, we believe, the privilege of renewal. 
All these are conspicuous examples of long 
leases which do not seem to have ex- 
cited the patriotic fervor of Mr. Raymond 
Robins, Mr. Louis Post, or any of the 
other cock-a-hoop champions of school in- 
terests on the board. 

Why should Tue Trisune be picked 
out as the sole object of a lawsuit during 
an exciting campaign? Was it not be- 
cause the board had taken offense at some 
of the vivid and descriptive epithets which 
had beens with much fitness, applied to it 
by Tue ‘TRisuNE, none of which at this 
occasion to 
withdraw? Was it not because some 
members of the board had been justly 
designated as “ cranks, freaks, and mono- 
maniacs,” as most people in this commu- 
nity know that they are? We do not wish 
to withdraw any of the provocative terms 
that were applied to some of the present 
members of the board, all of which they 
justly deserve. 

We are in no way apprehensive of any 
punishment that the cranks of the school 
board may seek to inflict upon THe TRrRrs- 
uNE for its accurate definition of their 
qualities as public servants. The public 
understands well enough the motive that 
inspires the suit. It knows that the men 
who brought it will be in their political 
graves with their cerements§ snugly 
wrapped around them long before the case 
comes to trial—that,they will have disap- 
peared into political oblivion, “ unwept, 
unhonored, and unsung,” before many 
months, and that nobody will miss them 
except, 
may be regarded by the public as an occa- 
sion for congratulation. 

Tue TRIBUNE has no favors to ask of 
any of its enemies on the school board 
now or in the future. It will take its 
chances with any just school board. It 
does not seek to know who is to be ap- 
pointed to the next board or who is to be 
removed from the present board. It 
stands simply upon its legal and equitable 
rights, and it will defend them vigorously 
at all proper times and in all proper 
places. 

There has been a lot of superfluous 
lying about Tue Trisune and its lease, 
and some members of the present board, 
who ought to know better and who have a 
reputation for telling the truth, do not hesi- 
tate to do their full share of falsifying. 
It is a lie, for example, that there was 
ever any “ midnight conference ” in regard 
to the lease, or that it was hurriedly 
signed at night, or that there was any ir- 
regularity in regard to the signing of it. 
It was done in a proper and becoming 
manner in the full light of day, and had 
the approval of the president, secretary, 
and attorney of the school board. 

It is untrue that the members of the 
board who approved the lease were not 
men of high character. They were better 
men, of higher intelligence, and actuated 
by purer motives, on the average, than the 
present members of the board. They 
stood better before the community, They 
paid more taxes. They had a higher sense 
of responsibility. They were in all re- 
spects more reasonable, decent, and 
worthy citizens than the persons who have 
chosen to criticise them. 

Among the men who approved of and 
voted fer Tuz TRIBUNE leases at different 
times we regall Mr. Daniel R. Cameron, 
Mr. E. G. Halle.

It is untrue that the lease at the time 
it was made was at too low a rate. It 
was made at a time of great depression in 
real estate in 1895. No new buildings 
were then going up in Chicago, and it was 
almost impossible to sell even good im- 
proved downtown property at a fair price. 
The first lease was made before “the 
loop,” which altered the character and 
value of all downtown property, was built 
or authorized. It was made when many 
of the large office buildings in Chicago 
were half empty, and Tua» Trisunp itself 
later engaged im the experiment of putting 
up a high office building with fear and 
trembling. There was doubt whether ten- 
ants could be obtained. The new building 
was, in fact, so much of an experiment that 
only twelve stories were at first completed 
and the five additional stories were added 
later on. 

Tue Trisune has been doing business 
on the corner of Madison and Dearborn 
since 1867. It expects to continue to do 
business there for a good many years more 
than any of the present members of the 
school board are likely to live. It is not 
asking favors of any of them. It wel- 
comes their ill will and hostility as proof 
of merit and standing in the community 
on its own part. The contempt which 
Tue Trrsune feels for the school board 
as it is at present constituted is shared 
generally by all the better elements of the 
community, and it will continue until there 
is a radical change in the membership of 
the board. 


NO THIRD TERM. 

Tow Trirsune is not for the renomina- 
tion and reélection of President Roosevelt. 
It does not even favor his election to what 
some of his admirers choose to call a 
“second elective term.” 

There are a number of reasons why Tu» 
TRIBUNE is not in favor of Roosevelt's 
reélection. 

One of them is that he has solemnly 
declared that he will, under no circum- 
stances, accept another term if it should be 
offered to. him—that he would not be a 
candidate or permit a nomination to be 
forced upon him, 

In this we think the president is wise. 
While he has not served two full terms, 
he has had seven years of the presidency, 
aud if he were to be elected for another 
term would serve more years than Wasbh- 
ington or any other president. He has 
had seven laborious and useful years in 
the White house, and has more than met 
the just expectations of his countrymen. 
Hiis fame could not be greater than it is. 
Iie could not at the end of another four 
years’ term be any more popular or more 
firmly intrenched in the. affections of his 
countrymen. 

President Roosevelt is amazingly popu- 
lar. The railroad men do not like him, 
and a great many men engaged in finance 
think he might be Improved upon. Even 
Mr. G. B. M. Harvey has visited upon 
him tokens of his disapproval. But it is 
only necessary to go about the streets, on 
the railroad trains, and in places of public 
assemblage to discover that President 
Roosevelt is as highly regarded by his 
countrymen at the present moment as he 
ever was. 

Tue TRIBUNE is opposed @ principle to 
the third term. It risked much in 1880 
when it opposed the renomination of Gen. 
Grant for a third time. It would risk as 
much in 1908 if it should become neces- 
sary to oppose the renomination of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’ under similar conditions. 

Tse Trisune, for one, is not willing to 
admit that there is but one man in the 
United ‘States who is capable of serving 
as president. There are 80,000,000 people 
here, and among them all there must be 
more than one who is fit to occupy the 
White house and discharge the duties of 
We believe that 
there must be more than a dozen in the 
republican party alone. 

Moreover, it is by no means certain that 
the renomination of President Roosevelt 
for a third term would be followed by an 
election. Tue TRIBUNE may be mistaken 
on this subject, but it believes there is a 
deep, abiding feeling among the people 
that two terms are enough for any man. 
Part of this feeling may be latent. It 
may not have been aroused. It would be 
when the campaign came on if a popular 
candidate should be opposed to Mr. Roose- 
velt on the other side. It would be pro- 
claimed that we were tending towards im- 
perialism, and we would be. If the tradi- 
tion in regard to the third term should be 
broken down there is no reason why it 


should not be followed by a fourth, or a 


fifth term, and as Mr. Roosevelt is com- 
paratively a young man, he might con- 
tinue to be elected for several terms more. 

The people are not ready for that. 
They believe a change in the White 
house is a good thing, as well as a change 
in other political offices. Indeed, the su- 
perstition that the life tenure for judges is 
an admirable thing is rapidly dying out. 
There. are objections to it which have been 
sufficiently demonstrated in England, and 
sometimes in this country. The life tenure 
of federal judges has its 
There are some federal judges who should 
not be in office today, and who would not 
be if it were a question either of reélection 
or reappointment. A long term and a 
large salary, as in New York, would be 
preferable to the life term. A. life tenure 
seems to be an invitation to the arbitrary 
use of power, and sometimes to laziness, 
self-indulgence, and self-exploitation, in- 
stead of devotion to business. 

No man is-good enough to be president 
forever, and THe Trisune, for one, will 
not admit that among the 80,000,000 peo- 
ple in the United States there is not one-so 
good as Theodore Roosevelt who may be 
chosen to succeed him in the White house 
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Now 1s the time for all good men to come to 
the aid of the new charter.

MAROUISE DE FONTENOY.

ORD REAY, who heads the delegation 
of the British government to the peace 
cohgress of The Hague, is a most ap- 
propriate choice, in the first place, be- 
cause he was born a Dutchman, and 

secondly because there is no British peer 
who enjoys a more extensive acquaintance 
with foreign statesmen and international 
politics. In fact, Lady Reay’s salon in Great 
Stanhope street is the favorite rendezvous 
in London of foreign diplomats and of dis- 
tinguished visitors from abroad, who know 
that they are always sure to meet there, 
especially on Sundays, the most interesting 
English people, leaderg of the party in pow- 
er, and of the opposition. 

Lord Reay, as I have mentioned above, 
was born a Dutchman, and under the name 
of Baron Aeneas Mackay spent nearly twen- 
ty years in the service of Holland as a mem- 
ber of its diplomatic service and of its na- 
tional legislature;: also as chamberlain of 
the late queen of the Netherlands, until after 
succeeding to the Scotch peerage of his 
family, he was persuaded by' his clever Eng- 
lish wife to secure from parliament letters 
of naturaHzation as a British subject and to 
thus place himself in a position to enjoy 
the prerogative of his Scotch peerage. 

Lord and Lady Reay struck up a great 
friendship with the Gladstones, and it was 
through the influence of the grand old man 
that Lord Reay was transformed from a 
Scotch into an English peer, and thus placed 
in possession of a seat in the British house of 
lords. Since then Lord Reay has held many 
offices im England. He has been governor 
of Bombay, under secretary of state for 
India, chairman of the London schoo! board, 
is president of the British academy, and of 
the Royal Asiatic society, a member of the 
French Acade of Political Sciences, and ie 
lord Heutenart of the county of Roxburgh, 
besides being chief of the ancient Scottish 
clan of Mackay.” In this connection I would 
add that the one costume in which he does 
not appear to advantage, but of which he is 
nevertheless extremely fond, is his garb 
of a Highland chieftain. 
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The founder of his house waa Oto Mackay, 
who fel at the battle of Filodden 
Field. The first Lord Reay wags one of the 
most devoted adherents of Charles I., who, 
not content with creating him a baronet and 
a baron, further advanced him to the dignity 
of earl of Strathnaver. But the latter dig- 
nity was never perfected, parliament refus- 
ing to ratify the creation, and Lord Reay, 
finding himself excluded from amnesty in 
the treaty between the covenanters and 
King Charles, withdrew to the continent. 

From that time forward the Scotch Mac- 
kays were heard of In all parts of Europe as 
soldiers of fortune, In the service of the 
king of Denmark, of King Gustavus Adolphus 
of Sweden, and of the prince of Orange, in 
the lowlands, where, indeed, the family may 
be said to have made its headquarters, never 
neglecting, however, to maintain the con- 
rection with Scotland, each generation fur- 
nishing officers to the army and navy of the 
British crown. One of them, George Mac- 
kay, was the owner of Skibo castle up t} the 
time of his death, when the place, now the 
home of Andrew Carnegie, passed out of the 
poseession of his family. The present Lord 
Reay has no children, and his next heir 
is his cousin, who bears the same peculiar 
Christian, or rather heathen, name as him- 
self—namely: Aeneas, and who is minister 
of state in Holland, and until recently presi- 
dent of the lower chamber of the national 
legislature of the Netherlands. 

Lord Reay was so well known all over 
the continent by his Dutch title of Baron 
Mackay that during the early days of his 
marriage his acquaintances, and, above all, 
hotelkeepers, jenorant of the fact that he 
had become a Scotch peer, could not under- 
stand why he was traveling about on the 
continent with Lady Reay. Indeed, at St. 
Moritz, in Switzerland, the hotel proprietor, 
prompted by the English clfaplain of the 
place, urged “‘ Baron Mackay” to at least 
permit the English woman of title with 
whom he was traveling to pass as Baroness 
Mackay instead of as Lady Reay, in order 
to satisfy the demands of propriety. Lady 
Reay is rich in her own right, having iIn- 
herited a large fortune from her first hus- 
band, Capt. Mitchell, M. P., head of one of 
the greatest Anglo-Russlan mercantile 


firms. 
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Lord Justice Fry, who will be Lord Reay’s 
chief colleague in the British representation 
at the congress of The Hague, too, is a most 
appropriate chdice. For he is a Quaker, and 
moreover, has achieved much distinction in 
international arbitration. He is a member 
of the permanent court of arbitration of The 
Hague, and was selected some years ago 
by the United States to act as its arbitrator 
in its claim against Mexico, arising out of 
the so-calied pious fund of California. He 
is a kindly old fellow, whose hobby is the 
study and collection of mosses, concerning 
which he has issued a standard work. He is 
likewise the author of a weighty volume on 
the **‘ Accordance of Christianity with the 
Nature of Man,’’ and is, I need hardly add, 
serious. in his tastes. 

The head of his family is Sir Theodore 
Fry, who was created a baronet some time 
ago, theseby exciting a good deal of criticise 
on the part of his fellow Quakers, who did 
not consider it consistent with the rules of 
the Society of Friends to have accepted the 
distinction. Baronetcies and likewise knight- 
hoods carry with them not only the implied 
but also the expressed obligation of military 
service, typified by the blood stained hand 
which is the distinctive heraldic badge of 
every baronet, and likewise by the vizored 
helmet which surmounts his shield as well 
as that of every knight. There is a stand- 
ing caution to Quakers dgainst even accept- 
ing the office of magistrate, ‘“‘which involves 
the performance of acts of so objectionable 
a character as the administration of oaths, 
the calling out of an armed force in cases 
of civil commotion, and the discharge of 
functions relative to the army and militia.’’ 
These objections apply with greater force 
to the baronets and knights who covenant 
to bring men at arms into the field, a 
covenant which they nowadays compound 
by the payment of fees. 

oe 

Sir Ernest Satow, Great Britain's third 
delegate to The Hague, only retired last year 
from the post of British envoy at Peking, to 
which he was appointed immediately after 
the siege of the legations there by the Box- 
ers. He is one of the most remarkable men 
of the English diplomatic’ service. His 
knowledge of Buddhism, acquired in Japan 
and Siam, is so extensive that he is regard- 
ed by the high dignitaries of this creed in 
the orient as one of its most learned doc- 
tors, while through his wide acquaintance 
with the Chinese classics, which is vastly 
superior to that of most Chinese littérateurs, 
he deeply impressed the Chinese authorities 
during his sojourn at Peking. Save for a 
brief spell in South America and an equally 
short sojourn at Tangiers as minister to the 
sultan of Morocco, his entire diplomatic ca- 
reer, which he began as a student inter- 
preter in the consular service in Japan, has 
been spent in the far orient. 

Aside from Sir Robert Hart, there is no 
European who ts so thoroughly equipped to 
understand and appreciate the peculiar work- 
ings of the Chinese, Japanese, and Malayan 
mind and view, and he was thus able to 
place himself in official negotiations upon the 
same plane as those with whom he was 
called upon to deal ~when in the far east. 
Reticent and reserved in manner, with the 
most perfect control of his impulses and 
utterances, he possesses the gift of charm- 
ing every-one by his brilliant conversation 
and perfect manners, the latter imbued with 
something of the stately dignity of true ori- 
ental courtesy. Sir Ernest, like Lord Reay, 
has a strain of Dutch and likewise of Rus- 
sian Blood in his veins. 
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The fourth British delegate at The Hague 
is Sir Henry Howard, who has long been 
accredited as minister plenipotentiary to the 
court of Queen Wilhelmine. and who its 
persona gratissima in Holland. He was 
likewise one ef the Engtish delegates at the 
last peace conference. A member of the 
house of Howard, of which the duke of 
Norfolk is the chief, he was long attached 
to the British embassy at Washington, where 
he married Miss Cecilia Riggs, daughter of 


‘the late George W. Riggs of Washington,

U. S. MAY ARBITRATE 
DISPUTE WITH CASTRO. 


Secretary Root Offers to Submit All 
Controversies with Venezuela to 
Tribunal at The Hague. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 


Washington, D. C., April 25.—[Special. ]— 
Once again Venezuela has come to the front 
as a factor in American diplomatic relations. 

Secretary Root has determined to make 
every effort to remove the friction now exist- 
ing with the South American republic. To 
this end he has proposed a reference of all 
pending questions between the two countries 
to The Hague court of arbitration for set- 
tlement. Thus at one stroke he hopes to pave 
the way to a restoration of friendly relations 
with Venezuela and at the same time to em- 
phasize the support of the principle of ar- 
bitration by the United States and to indorse 
The Hague tribunal as a medium for the ad- 
justment of international disputes. 

The questions the United States wants de- 
termined are those which for years have 
troubled its relations with Venezuela, and 
which in 1905 caused Secretary Hay to advise 
President Castro that this government might 
be regretfully compelled to take measures 
to effect a complete redress which would in- 
clude indemnification not only for citizens 
aggrieved but for any expenses which might 
be incurred: Venezuela made an unyielding 
response to the threat, and naval and military 
measures were projected by the president to 
bring her to terms. 


eo 
W. J. Calhoun’s Work. 

At this juncture the Bowen-Loomie con- 
troversy was precipitated, and the revela- 
tiong growing out of the investigation of that 
incident caused the administration to aban- 
don tts warlike policy and to send William 
J. Calhoun of Chicago to Caracas to make 
an independent inquiry into the questions 
between the two governments and especially 
into the New York and Bermudez Asphalt 
company’s dispute with President Castro. 

This company, it will be recalled, operated 
@ number of valuable asphalt lakes in the 
eastern part of Venezuela, which were seized 
by the Venezuelan government because of 
alleged infringement of and failure to exe- 
cute the terme of the concession. Prior to 
Mr. Calhoun’s visit to Caracas the state de- 
partment was compelled to proceed upon 
statemenits made by interested parties re- 
garding a great mass of facta, and these 
statements were more or less colored by feel- 
inge and opinions arising from self-interest 
and from long continued and heated contro- 
versy. Mr. Calhoun’s mission wag to secure 
an unbiased and dispassionate view of the 
entire affair and all acts and proceedings 
affecting the interests of the company. 

The IUinols lawyer reported to Secretary 
Root upon his return that the questions be- 
tween the company and Venezuela were ap- 
propriate for judicial decision, and upon the 
raising of which a situation would develop 
calling for an equitable gdjuétment of differ- 
ences and which could | properly be dis- 
posed of by a simple demand based upon the 
idea that all right was on one side and all 
the claims of the Bermudez company unim- 


peachable. 
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Dispute Over Asphalt. 

It was apparent that the Mitigation ineti- 
tuted against the Bermudez company hed 
been conductedin an exceedingly harsh man- 
ner, with the result that a degree of injustice 
was suffered by the company. At the same 
time, there is not the slightest question that 
the Bermudez company was. guilty not only 
of failure to carry out the terms cf its con- 
cession but of aiding in ae revolution for the 
overthrow of President Castro. 

Since the matter was dropped by the United 

tates two years ago, the Venezuelan gov- 
ermment has been operating the asphalt 
mines under a receivership and has covered 
the prdceeds into the national treasury or 
into the pockets of President Castro and the 
ring which has surrounded him. 

Because of the condition of President Cas- 
tro’s health the state department has been 
reluctant to press upon his consideration. the 
settlement of the asphalt dispute. But re- 
ports have been received showing he Is again 
transacting public business, though perhaps 
not to the extent he formerly did, and it is 
believed he will be able to give now some 
attention to matters im which the United 
States is interested. 
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Good Chance to Succeed. 

Fortunately for this government the pres- 
ent Venezuelan minister for foreign affairs, 
Dr. Paul, is a warm admirer of America and 
desires to maintain the most friendly rela- 
tions with it. Dr. Paul was in the United 
States as the confidential agent of President 
Castro two years ago. He convinced the 
president, Secretary Taft, and others of his 
sincerity and desire for an equitable adjust- 
ment of the questions existing between 
Venezuela and this government. Through 
him President Castro made a proposition 
for a general arbitration treaty, but the 
president was unwilling to negotiate a con- 
vention of this character before the asphalt 
and other disputes were settled. 

The state department proposed arbitration 
by a tribunal to be organized under the 
appointment by the presidents of the United 
States and Venezuela, but Venezuela de- 
cHined to agree unless the United States 
would first arbitrate the question of whether 
the asphalt dispute was a proper subject 
for arbitration. This involved so much red 
tape and technicality that the president 
would not listen to It. 
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Castro May Agree. 

In the latest arbitration proposal the 
United States has made The Hague court 
has been suggested as a competent tribunal 
to settle all the controversies. As all of 
South America, including Venezuela, has 
just been invited to participate im the im- 
pending Hague conference, and as the invi- 
tation has been accepted, it is belleved the 
mcral force of the situation will cause Presi. 
dent Castro to assent. Besides the asphalt 
Cispute there are a number of claims to be 
settled and one award of an arbitration tri- 
bunal considered unfair to be revised. 

Nothing Would gratify Secretary Root more 
than to restore friendly relations with Ven- 
ezuela. In his communications to Minister 
Russell he has stated that the desire of this 
government for the friendship and kindly fee}- 
ing of Venezuela is sincere and strong. That 
country is the only one in the American 
hemisphere with which the United States is 
om bad terms. It was the only republic Sec- 
retary Root failed to visit om his South 
American tour. The president and secretary 
have come to the conclusion, however, that 
nothing is to be gained by an attitude calcu- 
lated to keep alive the embers of hostility, 
It is hoped that President Castro aleo realizes 
this and will meet the United States halfway 
in effecting a reconciliation.

Miller-Heermann Concert. 

A concert in Music hall last evening by John 
Miller, tenor, and Emil Heermann, violinist. 
attracted an audionce of fair size. Condi- 
tlons were not of the’ most favorable, for 
when the doors were opened no plano had 
been placed on the stage. And the instru- 
ment finally secured was an upright of any- 
thing but the best quality of its kind, and 
with variations of pitch and tonal values 
which made it far from the most pleasant 
thing to hear, or the best accompanying 


medium in the world. The soloists tried to be 
cheery about it, the a¢companists smiled fee- 
bly, and did the best they could, and the audi- 
ence endured it. 

The concert was in a way the professional 
début here of Emil Heermann, the son of an 
eminent German violinist, who since last 
September has called Chicago his home. 
Young Heermann played in Music hall with 
his father last season, but since that tima 
he has been diligently studying and now 
comes forward as a full fledged professional. 
His selections last evening were the first 
movement of the Brahms Concerto, the Wag- 
ner “ Albumblatt,”’ a Mazurka by Wienlaw- 
ski, and, when at the close of the concert 
the audience, misled by inaccuracies in the 
program, did not realize that the enter- 
tainment was ended, he came forward and 
gave the Bach Chaconne. ; 

His work showed him to be the possessor 
of a tone of good size, firm and true, and 
of distinct beauty. Especially in cantabile, 
the tone takes on a sympathy and warmth 
which make it uncommonly strong in sensu- 
ous appeal. Technically the young player 
is excellently equipped, clarity and cleanness 
characterizing: his execution, even though 
it at no time possesses a brilliancy that daz- 
zies. His is the solid, honest, substantial 
playing of the German school—the playing 
that sets first values on musical matters, 
and lets the sensational effects of virtuoso 
display come later. Interpretatively Mr. 
Heermann shows the thorough, careful 
training that has been his, and all that he 
does has taste and understanding to com- 
mend it. At present the strongly authorita- 
tive note is not heard in his playing, but it 
gives promise of coming into evidence when 
greater experience and increasea maturity, 
both physical and artistic, have been gained 
by him. He has yet to find himself. 


oe 


Mr. Miller sang three numbers. The first 
consisted of the “‘ Love Sounds the Alarm "’ of 
Handel, and in this selection the young tenor 
was heard at his best. His voice is agreeable 
in quality, and the facility in execution which 
the aria demands is well‘in his reach. The 
second group was made up of Schubert's 
“Who Is_ Sylvia,” Schumann’s “Ihre 
Stimme” and “Ich Wandre Nicht,” and 


aStrauss’ * Allerseelen.”” As! far as enuncia- 


tion of text and general tone values were 
concerned, the performance was a satisfac- 
tory one, but the spirit that vivifies and beau- 
tifles the German lied was almost wholly 
wanting. Mr. Miller has yet to “ get inside ” 
these songs. 
The third group proved more successful. It 
was devoted to compositions by Chicago com- 
posers, and included a “ Persian Serenade ” 
by Gena Branscombe; “ Thou Wilt Know,” 
by Herman Devries; “ Love in Spring,” by 
Felix Borowski; * Mist,”’ by Rudolph Ganz; 
““ Awakening,” by Mrs. Mason, and “‘ Snow 
Flowers,”’ by Edwin Schneider. Ganz’s clever 
bit of tonal painting and Mrs. Mason’s ex- 
cellent “‘ Awakening” were familiar from 
previous hearings, but the others were novel- 
ties. Miss Branscombe has supplied a pretty 
love poem with an effective musical cetting, 
tinged with supposedly oriental colorings. 
It is singable and melodious. Mr. Devries’ 
composition is essentially French in matter 
and manner and is attractive. Mr. Borowski 
has written a beautiful song, both yoice and 
piano part being fluent and natural, and 
both possessing individuality and the charm 
of melody. Mr. Schneider's ‘‘ Snow Flow- 
ers’ is also singable and effective. The ac- 
companiment is elaborate, but there is a 
melody above it and that gives the composi- 
tion value as a song—a value which many of 
our modern creations for voice and instru- 
ments do not possess. ; :

Yes- 
terday the sample wheat market was quiet, 
the demand being generally reported dull 
The mills took a few cars of wheat on track, 
but for anything else there was little in- 
quiry. Outside mills continue to act indif- 
ferent. Prices were about steady relatively. 
Outside markets were quoted firm. Minne- 
apolis cash prices were unchanged, but @ 
small quantity of fancy No. 1 northern was 
reported sold at 3%c over May. The usual 
price, however, was 24@8c over. New York 
wired that there was a good demand for 
Manitobas, and that there were indications 
that Lisbon, Portugal, was in the market 
for another cargo of No. 2red. This trans- 
action, however, was not confirmed. Choice 
corn in the local sample market was uP 
1%c, while the low grades were advanced but 
\%c, Bome of the houses reported the best 
general demand for corn, both export and 
domestic, that there has been in several 
weeks. Interior points in Michigan, In- 
diana, Pennsylvania, and New York were 
good buyers, and there was fair inquiry from 
all points east and south, with the possible 
exception of New England. The glucose 
and cereal people were also fair buyers. 
Oats were in fair demand by local elevator 
people for mixing purposes, and sales were 
fairly large. The inquiry is principally for 
the last half of May, June, and July ship- 
ment, eastern dealers not seeming to want the 
oats for prompt delivery. Sales here were 
50,000 bu wheat, 300,000 bu corn, and 250,000 
bu oats. The seaboard reported 640,000 bu 
wheat, principally Manitoba, and 80,000 bu 
oats worked for export. Of the wheat 320,- 
000 bu was confirmed. 

Profit taking by the local longs, also by 
outside speculators, together with selling by 
Updike, through Logan-Bryan, was the 
feature of the early wheat trade. Nye- 
Jenks were on the buying side, and there 
was fair buying by Barrell and Pringle, 
Fitch-Rankin on the break. Shorts were 
nervous, selling on the advances, but run- 
ning to cover quickly. Buying of May corn 
by Nye-Jenks, Shaffer, Rosenbaum Bros., 
Rosenbaum Grain company, and Merritt lift- 
ed that option to a premium of %c over the 
July, compared to a small discount fiie 
previous day. Bartlett-Frazier, Logan- 
Bryan, and Marfield bought July, and Love 
was a big buyer of September early. Com- 
stock bought September early, but on the 
initial advance sold considerable July. Nye- 
Jenks sold July against their purchases of 
May, and there was fair selling by Peavey. 
Northern Grain bought July oats freely. 
Lamson and local traders bought September. 
Logan sold July. Nationa! Packing compa- 
ny bought lard moderately. Selling was 
scattered. 

‘Seeding in the northwest, with the ex- 
ception of a few localities, is progressing 
quite favorably as a rule,”’ said a prominent 
grain man of Minneapolis, who was here 
yesterday. “I think that without unfavora- 
ble conditions from now on, the spring wheat 
will be put in at approximately the usual 
time. The ground, moreover, is in the best 
condition to receive the seed that it could 
bein. Thesnow covering, which has delayed 
seeding to some extent, has left the soil in 
excellent condition, and much better than a 
year ago. Grain men in the northwest aga 
rule have not been stampeded by the green 
bugs in the southwest, and consequently 
they are not bullish. Elevator people in 
Minneapolis are not buying the cash wheat, 
and, while the mills may be grinding a lit- 
tle more flour, the milling business ie not 
booming. I see nothing to warrant a bull 
market.” 

B. W. Snow wired from Larned, Kan.: 
“Have visited every {mportant wheat county 
in Kansas, most of them more than once. 
Aphis is working all over thestate with dam- 
age already showing in southern counties. 
Three-quarters of state suffering from 


drought and permanently damaged. tpresent 
situation will not warrant crop expectation 
above seventy-five million. Norain for seven 
weeks in the wheat counties of Kansas, ex- 
cepting souther tier. Seventy-five per cent 
of area is going back each day for 
want of moisture.

Some well posted cash people expect to see 
May sell at 2c or more premium over July. 
Supplies of contract corn are practically all 
sold for shipment, and the elevator interests 
operating driers are understood to be long 
on the cereal, so it is not unlikely that shorts 
will find difficulty in being able to deliver the 
grain on their May contracts.
